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Thk ImoH OmmMUI Convkmtiox. — 
Another of these annual hunihugs has just fretted 
out the brief period of its existence, at Knoxville, 
Tenn. It assembled very solemnly, with represen- 
tatives from all the States South of Mason & Dix- 
on's line, save Kentucky and Missouri. Some de- 
gree of foolish conservatism pervading the people 
of those Commonwealths prevented their delegating 
any persons to personate their cause in this inagnin- 
mmt Southern Convention. Doubtless, the rabid 
Sgfth, with unanimous voice, cries out, for shame! 
umk recreant Missouri and Kentucky. Still, how- 
ever, these States li.e and prosper, although un- 
willing to join in the mad and treasonable courses 
of the fanatical South and North. 

We have read the pr.-ceedjngs of the Convention 
with some degree of interest — such kterest, in fact, 
as we would feel were the proceedings of an insane 
elub or a mad-dog hospital pl.<ced before us in July 
or August. Those proceedings amount t> simply 
nothing, and the speeches, resolutions, and actions 
are all more con-onaut with the character of half- 
grown children than of full-sized men. 

The most important ation taken by the Conven- 
tion was that relative to the revival of the slave 
trade. A resolution was passed statin? that — 

In the opinion of this Convention, the 8th article 
cf the treat' ••. STaaHafftM*, ratified in November, 
1842. ought to be annulled, under the first clause of 
the eleventh article of said treaty. 

The moral effect of this will be the reopening of 
the .'lave trade, if that were possible. It ia not, 
however, and can never lie under existing or any 
imaginable political circumstances. No Congress 
can ever be assembled that will sanction a repeal of 
that section of the ConMitution forever forbidding, 
after 1808, the i in|»ortation of slaves. T!ie entire 
North is sustained in its opposition to the traffic by 
a majority of the South, and there is practically no 
fear of the abrogation of those laws. E>vn if artful 
and onscrupulous politicians should succeed, in the 
cou^^ of true, in uniting the South in favor of the 
r< r^M, the North, -which holds the balance of pow- 
er in the Hou*e, would be cble, even in the last 
breach, to prevent the consummation of the act. 

But we deeply regret that auy respectable body of 
Southerners should tak". the initiative in a move- 
ment of such an incenaiary and agtrreJ-sive charac- 
ter. The North, at the framing of the Constitution, 
opposed the abrogation of the slave trade because its 
capital was en^a^ed in it. 'I he South urged the 
abolition And triumphed. At this time it is the 
North whose inte;e»ts are vitally concerned in the 
revival of the African 4m e trade. Its vessels and 
monevs and crews are eugt^ed in the nefarious traf- 
fic, while the South has no interest whatever in that 
matter and can never be pro:ited o le vhit by it. 

We regard, therefore any agitation of the subject 
as peculiarly unjust to the South. It places one 
section of the country in an exceedingly false posi- 
tion. We do not lielieve that one out of every hun- 
dred citizens of tha South would consent to the re- 
vival of the slavMBade, and if the men who annu- 
ally assemble in qjpinercial conventions can lindno 
other topic of discussion and action, they had better 
devote themselves entirely to their characteristic 
windy and vaporary debate*.

New York, July 28, 1857. 
Editors: In a series of articles written 
by T. S. Bell, and published in your paper from 
June 4th to July 8th inst., my personal character 
has been so defamed before your readers as to call 
for a public vindication before the same community, 
which I have no doubt )ou will do me the justice to 
admit to vour columns. " 

V.r. Bell's denunciation of those who have l<:ft the 
Bible Union is equaled in extravagance only by his 
glorilication of those who still adhere to it. He says 
"there are not to be found on this plauet men of 
more exalted worth, of more unimpeachable integ- 
rity, of more unblamable fidelity, truth, honestv, 
and piety than the officers of the Bible Union." Of 
Win. H. WyckofF, in a previous communication, he 
savs, "according to the testimony of all other men 
who know him, no purer tmm lives ujwtt the earth." 
On the contrary, he says "O. B. Judd has been sav- 
age in his criticisms, but he is quite as ridiculous as 
he is savage." "A more contemptible specimen of 
bleeding vanity and of baffled malice than O. B. 
ludd's pamphlet never emanated from any quarter." 

It is plain enough that Mr. Gorden has let himself 
out as a cat's paw for whatever nefurtoui work O B. 
Judd may require at his hands." "This panderer 
to wickedness, malice, revenge, hatred, and all other 
Satanic graces has made himself the partner of O. 
B. Judd in his vices." "The chameleons J.. alias 
■ev. G. Gorden, alias O. B. Judd shall ha\e their 
aspirations for martyrdom fully Ratified." 

I leave your intelligent readers to judge how well 
it liecomes one who writes in the spirit aud temper of 
Mr. Bell's articles to talk about the "Satanic graces" 
of other men, and what must be the weakness of 
that cause which has to be defended by such per- 
sonal detraction; when the management of a society, 
*nd not the personal worth or wickedness of any 
man, is at issue. 

Most of Mr. Bell's allegations are disposed of in 
my "Review." Such as are not I will now notice. 
The ferry story is doubtless founded on the fact that, 
once, when about to cross the Beet river, where the 
ferriage was two cents, I gave the collector a quar- 
ter, and he gave me a dime and four three-cent 
pieces. 1 cared little for the intrinsic value of a 
cent, but as the practice of making change in that 
way had grown into a system of petty extortion. I 
protested against it, returned the chun>ce, and took 
the value in tickets. During this occurrence one 
boat left, and I was detained just ten minutes wuit- 
for another. It is wonderful that this simple 
circumstance, known only to myself and Wm. H. 
Wyckoff, who was accustomed to cross the ferry 
with me, should be published in Ixmisville to con- 
vict an humble citizen in New York of avarice. 

Mr. Bell says O. B. Judd "came to New York a 
poor, friendless, helpless young man." I graduat- 
ed in 1814, was pastor of a church in New Haven, 
Conn., till 1840, when I came to New York, to be 
editorof the New York Recorder, "poor" enough to 
be sure, but in no sense "helpless" or "friendless.'' 
He says the family into which I married ■■ 
in building a meeting- hou^e for him, and in making 
him pastor of a congregation that assembled in that 
house." But no meeting-house was ever built for 
me or for the church of which I was pastor in New 
York. In 1847 I had a call from the church in Chel- 
sea, Mass., where I was offered a salary of $1,000. 
At the same time the Union Church of New iwk 
invited me to become their paster, on a salary of 
$1,000, ottering to pay $500 promptly and the bal- 
ance as toon as they were able. My mother-in-law, 
for the sake of keeping her daughter with her iu 
New York, and of helping the feeble church, insist- 
ed on my accepting the latter oil. which I did; and 
labored faithfully as pistor of that church fur the 
space of four years. Mr. Bell says "he was regu- 
larly paid for his services." But to the best of my 
knowledge I never received from that church on ac- 
count of s ilary over $1 'Jo. The church has always 
been small aud weak. On this account I never urg- 
ed my claim. But some time since the church was 
advised by its trustees to sell its property aud dU- 
band. The church accordingly authorized the trus- 
tees to sell the nieetiug-hou-e and lot. Not knowing 
to what purpose the proceeds might be applied, I 
felt not ouly authorized but bound tocliim what 
was justly due to uie. I accordingly sent in a lull 
for the full amount which tliey agreed to give me, 
at the same time offering to remit one half. The 
entire claim was repudiated. To save it from being 
out-law ed I was compel! d to Commence a suit, in 
which the church his pleaded the statute of limita- 
tion as a bar to the collection of all but the last 
month's saliry, which was not six year.- previous to 
the suit, and "for which they, therefore, MM to pa> 
me. This action of the church is effected by the in 
fluence and agency of a lawyer, who is in the board 
of trustees. These are the simple facts in this case, 
most of which are known to Uev. W. W. Kverts, 
D D., of Ixmisville. Mr. Bell s-.ys "he resigned 
the pastorate to become a reviser." But when! re- 
signed the pastorate I had not the most distant idea 
of becoming a reviser. 

Mr. Bell says the committee of investigation was 
appointed on my motio't, which statement has no 
foundation ia truth. I opposed the appointment of 
any committee outside the board. But w hen the 
committee h.:d h en appointed, as nominated by Dr. 
Armitage, I did move that the tilling of vacancies 
be referred to "the officers at the room-," that the 
committee mia-ht mj/ftmr to be what it was in reality, 
the creature of the officers. 

Mr. Bell says, when the committee's report was 
made to the Union, "Jpdd declared that he had 
nothing to say against it." This, too, i» all wrong; 
for I then stated that the gag-law enacted at the 
first session of that anniversary, limiting each 
s|>eaker to ten miitutes, precluded the opportunity of 
di-cussing tne report at that t'nis, but that I m 
do it ample justice in a pamphlet which I exp« 
to publish. All w ho were tneti present uiust remeu 
lice this st- tement. 

.Mr. Bell publishes a statement from Messrs. Lynd 
and Henderson, in which the latter gentlemen say 
that, "in the course of a thorough investigation of 
eeergthtng connected with that hotly from its origin 
to the date of our examination, all docum-ents of 
everr k'md, contidential and otherwise, including 
the contracts with all the rerUsrs, and erergt.'ung of 
tliat kind, weie placed liefore us." But (:«*• they 
arrived to that degree of oimiiscieuce ta know th it 
no other document, n-T auv other thing whaievi r, 
connected with the Bi'-le Union, ever existed, ex- 
cept what wa< laid before them, would puzzle the 
wise men of Egypt to divine. The statement is. 
from it? nature, incredible. Besides I know, and 
am prepared to prove, that the contract with M*jm 
Bays and Thelwall, two Episcopal revisers of Eng- 
land, with many other documents of the Union, w ere 
not laid before that committee. 

The report of Mr. Wy ckoff and myself had no 
reference to the peculiar form of Mr. Thel wall's 
contract, but related to the Baptist revisers, who 
wished some instruction as to the term "baptize." 
The terms of Mr. Thel wall's contract, requiring that 
term to be supplanted by some word in "common, 
*ecular use," were never known to the Board nor to 
me till the late investigation. A reference to the 
contracts, us set forth in my "Review," will show 
whether, as Mr. WyckofF says, "all this is left to 
ihe revisers acting in the fear of God;" and "no dis- 
tinction has ever been made or intended in our 
treatment of revisers between Baptist and Pedo- 
Baptist." 

Mr. Bell admits that the passage cited on the 41st 
page of my "Review," from the Inve-ligaiing Com- 
mittee's report, was written by Mr. Wyckoff, but 
savs the committee "marked it as a quotation by 
inverted commas," and that I "removed the quota- 
tion marks published by the committee." But this 
is contrary to the fact. The copy of that Import 
which I used was from an edition published and dis- 
tributed under the eye and hand of that committee, 
the only edition printed before they adjourned and 
left the city. Iu that copv, which I send to you. 
there are no quotation marks. See 6th page of the 
Report and 4lst page of the "Review," which also 
I send you. 

It matters little, however, who wrote the report. 
The essential point relates to its accuracy and relia- 
1 have fully treated in the "Review." 



Mr. Bell, with his usual aajracitv and modesty, 
asserts that "the fingers of (). B. Judd were mani- 
fest in the publication made ontensiblv bv Re\. G. 
Gorden, in the Journal of the 20th Insc.," June. 
But his discovery is "baseless as the fabric of a 
vision."

Washington, Aug. 20. 

Gov. Walker, of Kansas, iu the official dispatches 
recently received, says that on om point be has t een 
grossly misrepresented, namely, as desiring that 
every man should vote who happened to lie in the 
Territory on the day of the election for the ratifica- 
tion of the constitution. This, he remarks, would 
be desirable if there was conclusive evidence that 
all such persons were actual l»ona fide settlers, but 
the only sufficient and usual proof of such a fact 
would be some previous residence. On this point, 
w bii'h is one of detail, he had never proposed to 
make suggestions to the Convention, although when 
asked his opinion by members of that liody. he had 
indicated a previous residence of three or six l 
and that the same qualifications should l.c i 
in the constitution, in regard not only to that but te 
all future elections, and in his judgment one or the 
other of these terms of residence will be adopted by 
the Convention, from whom he anticipated a cordial 
co-operation. 

It is somewhat extraordinary, he adds, that while 
this accusation of letting every man vote who may 
happen to lie in the Territory "on the day of election 
lias been preferred in the South as indicating a de- 
sire on my part to let in abolition hiterlo|>ers to con- 
trol the result. The Republicans of Kansas have 
drawn au entirely different conclusion, viz: that 1 
design in this manner to bring many thousand Mis- 
sourians into the Territory to decide* the contest. 

The President has by proclamation declared a 
treaty of friendship and commerce between the 
United States and Persia of binding force. In addi- 
tion to Ambassadors or diplomatic agents near each 
government, it provides fur Persian Consuls at 
Washington, New Orleanc, and New York, and 
United States Consuls at Teheran, Bender, Bushire, 
and Paris.

At four o'clock last evening I went to visit the 
House of Parliament, with Mr. Kinnaird, member 
for I erth Ihe new buildings are a perfect wilder- 
ness of Uothic towers, groined ceilings, superb halls 
lmed with marble statues of departed statesmen and 
warriors.

The effect is exceedingly bad. I was also surprised 
at the youthful appearance of many of the House; 
at least a tcore of them seemed like memliers of a 
se-ior class in college. A considerable loud conver- 
sation was carried on during the debates, and uiem- 
ber> were walking about continually. 

The speaker of the evening most" listened to was 
Mr. Gladstone of Oxford. He is an easy, nonchalant 
convsrser, with no elaborate harangue, but his stvle 
was very attractive. While he was speaking there 
was a constant cry of "hear, hear," which sounded 
like "yeh — yen — yeh." After him followed the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, a graceful, fluent 
statement-maker. Lord Palmerston pulled off his 
hat and spoke in a slow, carele.-s tone for half an 
hour.

The Fillibi stkr Desertehs. — The arrival of 
the Tennessee at New York with a number of the 
deserters from Gen. Walker has been announced. 
They ef course speak in derogatory terms of Gtu. 
Walker. Their condition is deplorable — much worse 
than that of the men who remained true to Walker: 
The FiujBi'STER Deserters ix the Park. — The 
most pitiful picture that the citizens of New York 
have looked upon since the arrival of the New York 
roluuteers from Mexico was the congregation of re- 
turned Walker tillibusters in the Park yesterday 
forenoon. Two hundred and sixty of these deluded 
beings were placed by the Costa Rican Government 
on board the Tennessee; aU»ut tweutv of thetn 
stopped at Key West, and the remainder came to 
this city. Of the number who arrived here this 
morning, one hundred and eleven having no friends 
in the city to give them shelter and assistance, and 
not even means enough to procure a passage across 
one of the ferries, came to the Park in a body and 
quartered themselves upon the steps of the Hall of 
Records. There is no power in pen to correctly de- 
scribe their personal appearance — the artist's canieia 
only is capable of doiuij iustice to the sickly, sal- 
low, ragged, and threadbare picture of despair. 
More than half of them were barefooted, many of 
them hatless, aud not one that we saw had a com- 
plete suit of clothing, and even the scv.nty rags 
which covered their diseased and emaciated forms 
were repulsively foul and dirty. Almost every de- 
cree of age was presented, from the beardless youth 
of sixteen to the silver locks of sixty; and* with 
their unshorn faces, sallow skins, sunken eyes and 
cheeks, and decrepit limbs, they presented a most 
pitiful picture of misiortuue. 

A large crowd of people gathered aliout them in 
front of the HaU, and their destitution having ex- 
cited the sympathy of one of the bystanders, he 
proposed tho placing of a hat upon the steps to re- 
ceive the contributions of those who felt disposed tc 
assist them. This move was a success beyond ex- 
pectation, and in about thirty minutes the shabby 
old beaver was the custodian of $07. It was then 
suggested that the men take up their positions upon 
the City Hall steps, which was immediately acted 
upon. Here a number of speeches were made by- 
gentlemen present, appealing to the crowd for assis- 
tance to enable the unfortunates to get to their 
homes in this and neighboring States, which were 
pretty freelv responded to by contributions to the 
hat. Mr. James W. Barker, while passing up the 
•teps, was loudly called upon for a speech. He 
mounted the steps, but declined to make a speech, 
saying that he thought, if the needy appearance of 
these men did not excite the sympathy and open the 
purses of the people present, no eloquence that he 
could command would effect it. 

The only speech he had to offer was a $20 gold 
piece, and he hoped that others would follow in the 
same strain. This was received with a round of 
cheers, and this contribution, with others that follow- 
ed it. increased the funds in the hat to $130, the dis- 
tribution of which was taken charge of by a com- 
mittee of gentlemen who volunteered for the duty. 
The filibusters were then formed in line and march- 
ed to a saloon in Fulton ttreet, in charge of the 
money committee, and were there furnished with 
that which tliey have not had for some time — a 
wholesome and substantial dinner. The dinner cost 
$42, and was paid for out of the contributions. 

Some gentlemen visited the Exchange during the 
afternoon to solicit aid from the bulls and bears, but 
were not as successful as they expected to be, only- 
raising about $16. 

Another meeting was held in front of the City 
Hall, bet" ecu the hours of 5 and 7 o'clock, and the ' 
money then raised, added to that collected in the af- ; 
lernoon, amounted to between $500 and $600, which 
was afterward equally distributed among the de- 
serters. We understood that the amount given to 
each man was nearly $5, which will relieve their ' 
immediate necessities, but will not accomplish that 
which the most of them desire — the purchase of a 
passage to their homes, as the friends of a majority 
" theiu live in the Western and Southwestern

We 
hear »peeches f'om Lord Camden, Lord Granville, 
and the dashy Duke of Newcastle. 

Those magnificent women in yonder gallery are 
the wiv es and daughters of the Peers. I do not 
know enough of milliner v to describe their "rig" for 
y our Ldy readers; but it may be some gratification 
to American ladies to know that the lace and pearled 
buttons on the heads of the Duchesses and Count- 
esses were fully as large as a saucei! Their faces 
were generally "fair and brilliant in beauty. 

I cam° away from the House of lx>rds ( w hich con- 
tains many able and noble characters) in no wise 
converted to a belief in hereditary homes of legisla- 
tion. Among the forty or fifty Lords present I could 
recognise Lord Brougham*, the only man who has 
attained a seat in that splendid chamber by any 
other than the accident of birth.

FRKiHTlfi. BOKXDB — A Young Woman throus 
herself before a Ijvomotlve and U Killed. — A fright- 
ful suicide was committed between 7 and 8 o'clock 
this morning, on the Germantown railroad, above its 
junction with Broad street. 

The switch tender, whose duty is to attend the 
switch where the Norristown and Germantown roads 
diverge, states that he was on duty at 6 o'clock this 
morning, when he observed the yirl come out of a 
lane near the plank-road bridge. She crossed the 
bridge (which passes over the railroad), and soon 
passed out of sight, walking slowly and looking 
about her as if troui led or expecting some one. He 
saw no more of her thin, but about half-past seven, 
or perhaps lr.ter, he observed her coming down the 
Norristown branch in nearly the same manner as 
before. 

She turned, on reaching tho junction, and walked 
np the Norristown track uutil a turn in the railroad 
hid her from his sight. Presently he heard the train 
give the four whistles as ■ signal for him, and then 
the w histle for down breaks and the stopping of the 
train. He walked up tiien and saw the mangled re- 
mains of the girl on the track. 

A young man who works in the vicinity states 
that "he met the girl just l>efore she threw herself 
before the engine. She was walking on the track, 
and asked him when a train would be along. He 
replied and went on. It appears, then, that she 
turned back towards the city, heard the whistle, 
stepped off the track w hile the engine was some dis- 
tance off, and then, as it approached, deliberately 
stepped on again, covered her face with her hands, 
and was knocked down and the train passed over 
her. The body was almost torn to pieces, and her 
clothing rent entirely off her person. 

The train was stopped, ana the pieces gathered 
together by the horrified hands on the train. They 
were then covered with a horse blank e and left by- 
the side of the track till the arrival of the Coroner. 

Several persons appear to have seen the girl this 
morning, but we cannot leant that any one saw 
great marks of grief or insanity in her appearance. 
It must have been a deliberate self-murder. 

The body, as our reporter saw it by the roadside, 
was that of a young woman, t>etween l'J and 21, 
about medium size, rather dark complexion, and 
probably without color in her cheeks when living. 
Her face — which remained uninjured — is oval, the 
hair dark. Her eyes were closed, but we should 
think they were large, from the outline of the long 
dark lashes which rested calmlv beneath them. The 
face would be interesting at any time, but looked 
doubly so under such circumstances.

Valve of Clover Hay. — Horace ('apron, Esq., 
of Aldeu, Mcilenry county, aud, well known to the 
readers of the Prairie Farmer, Bus been making ac- 
curate experiments to test the comparative value of 
timothy and clover hay. These experiments extend 
through a period of two'y ears, w ere accompanied with 
accurate weighing and measuring, and the food was 
changed from timothy to clover, and vice versa, once 
a month, and results were that clover hay uniformly 
yielded ten percent, more milk than timothy. It will 
be observed that this was not a single experiment, 
but a series of experiments extending for a long pe- 
riod, ample opportunities for which were afforded on 
his extensive dairy farm, from which he sold $6000 
worth of milk in a single year. It is proper to state 
that the clove* is well cured. — Prairie Farmer. 



Washing Calicoes. — The following method of wash- 
ing dresses of printed muslin, so as to preserve the 
colors, is recommended by a coin peitnt authority: 
The dress should be washed in lather, and not in the 
usual way by applying the soap direct upon the 
muslin. Make a lather by Iniiling some soap and 
water together. Let it stand until it is sufficiently- 
cool for use. Previously to putting the dress into it, 
throw in a handful of salt. Rinse the dress, with- 
out wringing it, and rinse it again in a fresh supply 
of clear cold water and salt. Then wring the dress 
in a cloth and hang it to dry immediately, spreading 
it out as soon as possible, so as to prevent any part 
lving over another. Should there be any w hite in 
tho pattern, mix a little blue in the water.
